Metal Alloying 


Older Than Hills 


Says Eisenman 


Contrary to popular belief, a l­ 
loying of m etals is older than 
the hills, W illiam H. Eisenman. 
220 Hermosa place, Friday told 
Rotarians at the Shadow M oun­ 
tain Club. 
Eisenman. w ho is secretary of 
the American Society for Metals, 
said (he first alloys were made 
in interstellar space. 
“When meteorites of iron col­ 
lided and fused with a meteorite 
of nickel, an alloy was the re­ 
sult,” he said. 
"The combined, 
molecularly l a t t i c e d 
metals 
sometimes conferred a favor on 
primitive men by landing on the 
earth. 
“Metoric nickel alloys, clum s­ 
ily worked into artifacts have 
been found in cave dwellings 
which served as habitations b e­ 
fore the start of written history.” 
Despite this lip-off of alloying 
possibilities. 
Eisenman pointed 
out that alloying only has come 
into its own during the last 100 
years. In fact, he said, alloying 
today 
is 
making 
such 
rapid 
strides that the practice Is be­ 
lieved by many to still be in its 
infancy. 
Eisenman went to Los Angeles 
yesterday to put f i n i s h i n g 
iouches on the Western Metal 
Congress and Exposition, which 
will run April 11 15 in Shrine 
Convention Hall. 
He said recently developed a l­ 
loys will be discussed and dem ­ 
onstrated by scores of speakers.

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Four Dry Years in Sight 
Is Belief of Engineer 


Max Bookman, county flood 
control engineer, aftpr a session 
with figurps and charts covering 
rainfall for the past 178 years, 
believes we are In for at least 
four more dry years and possibly 
more. 
Bookman studied charts taken 
since rainfall was measured in 
the county and reports from g eo­ 
logists who gained their rainfall 
information from tree rings and 
geology studies. 
Averagp dry ppriods ranged 15 
years, average wet periods, 11 
years. Shortest dry period on rec­ 
ord was seven years. ThP present 
dry cycle started in 1945 so Book­ 
m an believes there will he at 
ipast four more years of su b ­ 
normal rainfall. 
In Palm Springs the year’s pre­ 


cipitation to date Is above the 
total for last season but w ell 
below the average for the past 
ten years during which records 
have’ been kept at the fire d e­ 
partment.

At the request of Congressman 
John Phillips, the two articles 
on the subject "Freedom on 
Trial.” written by Ethel Gillet 
Whitehorn and published in re 
cent issues of The Desert Sun, 
were printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record of March 24.

Trial.” I have asked unanim ous 
consent that they he printed in 
the Congressional Record.” 
Both of the articles were re­ 
printed in full. Following them, 
w as printed the resolution which 
w as adopted at the meeting here, 
and the nam es of all the organi­ 
zations and the individuals rep­ 
resenting them. 
At the conclusion.. Congress­ 
m an Phillips says: "It is a good 
sign when people meet in this 
w ay to discuss world situations. 
It would help prevent those 
things from 
happening here 
which we think cannot happen.”
